HARAR, Ethiopia—An cxoduh of dis- 
appointed "war correspondents" and 
cameramen from Ethiopia is well un- 
der way after one of the mightiest 
and most expensive flops in journal- 
istic and newsreel history. 


A dozen have departed and a smany 


more have "standby" orders to leave 
for home or a more fruitful spot.
